Lack of appreciation of what

most keenly by the newspap- 
er scribe because that lack of 
appreciation has a direct in- 
fluence on his work. 

Lodges, clubs and other or- 
ganizations are prone to de- 
mand a great deal of free pub- 
licity from a néwspaper for 
some matter which they are 
trying to boost—for their fin- 
ancial or other gain. Ag a rule 
the publicity agent is right 
on deck with the advance pro- 
paganda, but all too often 
when a rea! story “breaks” 
that same publicity man can- 
not be found fora statement to 
the press or is too busy with 
other matters to give the mat- 
ter in question any attention. 

The same is true of stories 
—with the reverse English of 
course—that do no credit to 
the participants. A subscriber 
will larmnbast a newspaper be=- _ 
cause it does, not publish -all. 
the seandal about the neigh- 
bor across. . the~ street,--bui 
When it knocks at his own 
door—-then—oh .then its dif- 
ferent—old man Suppression 
is supposed to swing a heavy 
cudgel. 

Fublic service is probably 
the first consideration of every 
hewspaper man from the cub 
reporter to the managing edi- 
tor. He wili find those an- 
gels of a story -that will do 
credit to a community and 
“play them up” often to the 
detriment of his own business 
to keep from giving the com- 
munity a black eye. 

But let him discover some- 
thing rotten in the political 
or other part of the life of 
a city and start a campaign 
to correct the matter by arous= 
ing public opinion—he is 
everything from a_sensation- 
alist to a blackmailer. 

You wouldn't expect a plum- 
ber just because he isa friend 
of yours, to put fixtures into 
your home and _ pipe the 
house completely without cost 
—just because you béught a 
couple ef feet. of pipe from 
him at some time in the past 
—yet that is what is expected 
of newspapers. 

Sleep, rest, and compensa- 
tion ‘are supposed. to mean 
nothing to a newspaper man 
when something is to be ac- 
complished. The sign painter 
must be paid for his work 
in. painting the booster signs 
for the city, but the poor 
scribe who spends hours try- 
ing to work up an original 
story and then several more 
in getting it by a city editor 
or whipping it into shape so 
that it will be accepted by the 
public—gets for all his trou- 
bles—-usually a headache. 

It may be considered poor 
taste: for a newspaper man* 
to suggest that some of those 
who benefit most from the 
labors of the efforts of the 
press assist instead df retard 
and give a word’ of credit 
when it is due, but. a news- 

“paper man feels that his work 
‘is really appreciated when 
those ‘whom he benefits show 
their gratitude with more ; 

. than “thanks” at the instant 
and forgetfulness thereafter.

In 
the government bureaus’ employ 
alone are 27,409 girls. Hundreds of 
others are employed in stores and 
private offices all over the city. 

Washington is peculiarly adapted 
to serve as a mecca for young 
women. Its lack of factories and 
industries, while proving more or 
less of a bar to the ambitious young 
man, is the very means of attract- 
ing young women to the less ard- 
uous employments where they serve 
as clerks, secretaries, stenographers 
and_ typists.
